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SOCIAL  CONDITK^S  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter’s  is  situated  on 
the  extreme  easterly  coast  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet^  and  is  bounded  by 
the  North  Sea  and  the  English  Channel,  It  is  sited  on  an  upthrust  of 
chalk  which,  besides  giving  a high  altitude  and  good  drainage,  gives 
the  town  the  advantage  of  seven  bays  sheltered  by  chalk  cliffs,  all 
facing  east  and  south-east.  This  geographical  position  ensures  a 
bracing  climate  of  great  benefit  to  visitors  and  residents  alike, 

Broadstairs  has  long  been  a "family”  type  of  resort,  aind  although 
many  improvements  have  taken  place,  great  pains  are  taken  to  ensure 
that  its  established  character  remains  unchanged. 

Social  Welfare;  Elderly  People 

Due  to  improved  medical  care  and  social  conditions,  more  people 
are  living  to  a greater  age.  This,  in  turn,  has  led  to  an  increasing 
social  problem  - the  welfare  of  the  elderly,  with  its  attendant  need 
for  domiciliary  and  residential  services.  The  County  Council,  through 
its  District  Officer,  Home  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Help 
Service,  provides  the  greater  part  of  these  services,  but  much  valuable 
work  is  done  by  voluntary  services  such  as  the  W,R,V,S,  and  the  Over  60 
Clubs,  In  this  way,  many  of  the  needs  of  the  lonely  and  incapacitated 
are  catered  for  with  the  object  of  maintaining  such  persons  in  the 
familiar  surroundings  of  their  own  homes.  In  conjunction  with  the 
W,R,V,S,,  a modern  kitchen  has  been  provided  to  improve  the  very 
popular  Meals-on-Wheels  Service,  There  is  also  a Dining  Club  attached 
to  this  kitchen  for  the  use  of  the  more  active  elderly.

Laboratory  Facilities 

Bacteriological,  pathological  and  biological  examinations  were 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  British 
Legion  Village,  Maidstone.  The  Laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  A.  L.  Furniss. 

Chemical  analyses  were  carried  out,  as  hitherto,  by  the  County 
Analyst,  County  Hall,  Maidstone. 

General  practitioners  in  the  town  submit  specimens  for  examination 
to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Isle  of  Thanet  District  Hospital, 
Margate  Wing,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  Sterndale. 

Ambulance  Facilities 


The  needs  of  the  Thanet  area,  including  Broadstairs,  are  met  from 
the  County  Health  Department's  Ambulance  Station  at  Haine.  Here,  20 
ambulances  are  based,  all  equipped  with  radio  telephone  apparatus, 
providing  the  most  efficient  and  economical  ambulance  service  possible.

The  Area  Organiser  has  kindly  supplied  rne  with  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1971:- 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council. 
During  the  year  1971  approximately  317  cases  of  sick  and  aged  persons 
were  assisted,  this  number  including  7 lying-in  cases.  There  were 
approximately  35  Helps  engaged  in  this  work. 

In  addition,  the  following  services  are  administered  by  the  Kent 
County  Council  and  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Home  Help  Service 

(1)  Family  Care  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  a maximum  period  of  three  months 
where  the  mother  of  two  or  more  children  is  absent  from  home  for  medical 
or  domestic  reasons.  During  1971 i ^ such  cases  were  assisted. 

(2)  Family  Welfare  Service 

This  is  a service  provided  for  a mother  who  needs  advice  and 
guidance  upon  all  aspects  of  household  management  and  budgeting  and 
care  of  children.  It  is  a free  service,  Supervisoi*y  visits  are  made 
periodically  by  the  Area  Home  Help  Organiser  for  five  years  from  the 
commencement  of  the  Service,  During  the  year  there  were  2 cases  served, 

(3)  Evening  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  aged  persons  to  ensure  where  necessary 
they  are  made  safe  and  comfortable  for  the  night.  During  the  year  1 
case  was  served, 

(k)  Night  Attendance  Service 

There  were  no  cases  of  aged  chronic  sick  persons  provided  with  the 
service  during  the  year. 
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Chiropody 

A chiropody  scheme  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  is  operated.  This 
service  is  available  for  men  over  65  years  of  age  and  for  women  over 
60  years  of  age  and  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  District

Broadstairs  has  always  been  a popular  choice  for  childrens' 
convalescent  homes,  due  to  the  benefits  accruing  from  a bracing  climate. 
Happily,  over  the  years  the  general  need  for  such  homes  has  diminished, 
and  today  only  three  are  sited  in  the  area,  as  follows 

St,  Mary's  Childrens  Home,  accommodating  children; 

Port  Regis  " " " 63  " ; 

Lanthorne  " " " 102  " 

In  April,  19^7,  a Unit  was  opened  in  the  grounds  of  the  Lanthorne 
Hospital,  The  purpose  of  this  Unit  is  to  provide  combined  education 
and  therapeutic  treatment  for  approximately  35  children  aged  from  two 
to  eleven  years  suffering  from  Cerebral  Palsy  and  other  similar  disa- 
bilities. Therapy  can  be  provided  for  children  under  two  years  and 
it  is  important  that  these  children  are  sent  for  treatment  as  soon  as 
possible  after  reaching  the  age  of  six  months. 

Facilities  include  three  classrooms  equipped  with  aural  and  visual 
aids,  and  individual  tuition  room,  modern  physiotherapy  department  and 
gymnasium,  heated  hydrotherapy  pool  and  a special  room  for  speech 
therapy,  etc. 

Children  from  East  Kent  in  need  of  these  facilities  sire  eligible 
to  be  considered  for  admission  to  the  unit  and  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  their  conveyance  to  and  from  the  unit.

Mental  Aftercare ; 

A Mental  Health  Service  for  the  prevention,  care  and  aftercare 
of  mental  illness  and  defectiveness  is  operated  by  the  County  Council 
and  the  District  Officer  is  the  appointed  "Duly  Authorised  Officer" 
for  this  service.  There  is  one  holiday  home  for  mentally  sub-normal 
people  - Verulam  House,  Chandos  Square  - in  the  Urban  District, 

The  Thanet  Training  Centre,  adapted  by  the  County  Council!  from 
a childrens  convalescent  home,  has  been  provided  for  the  purposes  of 
training  people  of  sub-normal  intelligence  to  do  every-day  jobs  of 
employment,  or  if  they  are  not  capable  of  normal  employment,  to  be 
kept  gainfully  occupied  during  the  day.

These  matters  continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  a Sub-Committee, 
known  as  the  Accident  Prevention  Sub-Committee,  which  consists  of 
nine  members  of  the  Council  and  three  co-opted  members  representing 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Ratepayers’  and  Residents  Association 
and  the  Townswomens  Guilds,  together  with  advisory  and  consultative 
members  representing  the  Police,  the  Education  Authority,  RoSPA,  The 
East  Kent  Road  Car  Co*  Ltd.,  the  local  Hotel  and  Guest  House 
Association,  the  Kent  Fire  Brigade,  W.R.V.S.,  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare 
Committee,  the  Council  Housing  Tenants’  Association,  a Health  Visitor 
and  some  local  residents  who  are  particularly  interested  in  safety 
matters. 

The  Sub-Committee  has  plenairy  powers  provided  it  works  within 
the  limits  of  an  approved  programme  and  financial  estimate.  As  funds 
allow,  representatives  are  sent  to  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Thanet 
Towns  Joint  Safety  Council,  the  Kent  and  Sussex  Accident  Prevention 
Federation  and  the  South-Eastern  Area  Group  of  Home  Safety  Committees. 
The  Council  is  a subscribing  member  of  the  Road,  Home  and  Water  Safety 
Sections  of  RoSPA. 

Poster  campaigns  are  carried  out  at  intervals  and  local  schools 
and  organisations  are  circularised  about  the  matters  for  which  the 
Sub-Committee  is  responsible.  The  Sub-Committee  has  several  poster 
board  sites  in  the  Urban  District.  Posters  are  changed  monthly. 

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  operation  of 
the  National  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme  for  Children.  Training  was 
carried  out  by  the  Road  and  Home  Safety  Officer  with  the  help  of  two 
paid  instructors.  The  testing,  however,  was  dene  by  a group  of 
Voluntary  Examiners  and  the  Council  is  most  appreciative  of  the 
services  given  by  them.  Of  the  283  children  trained  in  1971j  221 
passed  of  which  I88  became  ’’Knights  of  the  Road”,  23  failed  and  29 
did  not  attend  the  Test. 

Local  cycle  dealers  examine  childrens  cycles  free  of  cost  and 
without  obligation  to  engage  them  to  carry  out  any  repairs  found 
necessary. 

Support  is  given  to  the  R.A.C./A.C.U,  Scheme  for  the  training  of 
motor  cyclists,  scooter  and  moped  riders  which  is  operated  in  Thanet 
by  the  Thanet  Towns  Joint  Safety  Council,  of  which  the  District  Council 
is  a constituent  authority. 
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The  W.R.V.S.  play  groups  have  now  started  Tufty  Clubs.  The  Green 
Cross  Code  was  shown  to  schools  with  slides  and  record,  A pre-driver 
training  course  is  now  running  at  Dane  Court  School.  Films  and 
training  have  been  shown  and  given  in  the  local  schools. 

Home  Safety 

The  local  youth  organisations  have  had  training  for  their  various 
Accident  Prevention  Badges  and  local  church  and  womens  organisations 
have  had  Home  Safety  films  and  talks. 

Schools 


The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority  for  the  Urban 
District,  and  it  has  provided  five  new  schools  since  the  war,  serving 
the  needs  of  schoolchildren  all  over  Thanet.  The  eight  schools  in  the 
town  comprise  one  Technical  High  School,  two  County  (one  mixed  and  one 
for  girls)  and  one  Voluntary  Mixed  Secondary  School,  three  County  and 
one  Voluntary  Primary  Schools,  The  educational  needs  of  adults  are 
catered  for  at  the  adult  education  centre  at  Hilderstone,  St,  Peter’s 
Road.  There  are  also  three  private  boarding  schools  and  two  private 
day  schools.

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District  is  within 
the  statutory  area  of  the  Thanet  Water  Board  set  up  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Kent  Water  Act,  1955 • The  Council  has  two  representatives  on 
the  Board. 

Water  for  the  Council's  area  is  transferred  from  the  Board's 
reservoirs  at  Fleete  to  the  water  tower  in  Rumfields  Road,  and  thence 
gravitates  to  the  area.  Most  of  the  water  in  the  Fleete  Reservoir  comes 
from  Wingham  Pumping  Station,  but  in  the  summer  is  supplemented  from 
other  sources,  including  a well  at  Rumfields. 

All  the  Board's  sources  are  wells  or  boreholes  in  chalk,  and  the 
only  treatment  given  is  sterilisation  by  means  of  chlorine.  The  water 
has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  gathering  grounds  arc  under  constant 
review  as  is  the  quality  of  the  water  which  is  subject  to  frequent 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination. 

Water  consumption  in  the  Board's  area  varies  with  the  season  from 
7 to  15 *5  million  gallons  per  day. 

A local  nursery  has  its  own  water  supply,  provided  by  a borehole 
with  an  operating  depth  of  130'  and  a working  capacity,  which  is  limited 
by  licence,  of  2,000  gallons  per  day. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples; 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  Maidstone,  and  chemical  analyses  by  the 
County  /inalyst.

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Coastal  Waters 

In  conjunction  with  the  neighbouring  towns,  the  sampling  programme 
of  coastal  waters  was  continued  during  the  year.  Examination  of  the 
samples  obtained  was  carried  out  in  the  Scienoe  Department  of  the 
Thanet  Technical  College,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  Knight. 

Also  in  conjunction  with  the  neighbouring  towns,  arrangements  were 
made  with  a firm  of  Consultant  Engineers  to  carry  out  a complete  survey 
of  the  method  of  sewage  disposal  to  the  sea,  and  to  make  recommendations 
for  any  improvements  or  changes  to  this  method  that  may  appear  desirable. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  cleansing  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor;  these  services  include  drainage  and  sewerage,  the  supervision 
of  and  maintenance  of  all  public  conveniences,  and  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse,  salvage,  etc.,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  the 
following  particulars  on  these  subjects 

Drainage  and  Sewerage ; 

Except  for  some  scattered  areas,  main  drainage  is  provide  through- 
out the  Urban  District.  Despite  this,  there  are  many  premises,  estimated 
to  number  about  150?  not  connected  to  the  sewer,  and  which  drain  only  to 
a soakaway.  The  Council  has  adopted  a policy  of  requiring  such  premises 
to  be  connected  to  the  sewer,  where  that  is  available,  and  to  facilitate 
this  procedure,  has  offered  loans  over  a period  of  up  to  21  years  to 
cover  the  cost  of  these  connections  and,  in  appropriate  cases,  has  also 
made  Improvement  Grants  towards  such  costs.  Steady  progress  continued 
to  be  made  in  providing  sewers  in  those  areas  without  them.  Rosemary 
Gardens  and  Park  Avenue  were  sewered  during  the  year,  thus  abolishing 
49  soakaways.  In  addition,  15  other  premises  were  connected  to  existing 
sewers. 

Both  soakaways  and  cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  by  the  Council. 
Where  there  is  no  main  drainage,  no  charge  is  made  for  this  service,  but 
in  all  other  cases  a charge  is  levied. 

In  common  with  many  coastal  towns,  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  to  the 
sea.  The  main  sewers  of  the  town  are  led  to  an  outfall  station  at  North 
Foreland,  where  the  sewage  is  screened  by  means  of  revolving  metal 
screens  before  being  discharged  to  sea.  The  screenings  are  automatically 
raked  into  a maceration  plant,  which  then  feeds  the  treated  screenings 
back  into  the  main  outfall  sewer,  where  they  are  re-screened  before 
discharging  to  sea  through  an  outfall. 
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The  outfall  consists  of  two  pipes,  one  of  27  inches  and  the 
other  of  30  inches  in  diameter.  Float  tests  were  made  before 
the  original  outfall  was  built,  to  determine  the  effects  of  currents 
aud  wind  on  the  discharge. 

Public  Conveniences: 

There  are  k3  public  conveniences  maintained  by  the  Urban 
District  Council  - 22  for  males  and  21  for  females. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal; 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  a week  from  all  private 
residences  and  during  the  summer  a twice-weekly  collection  was 
again  made  from  hotels  and  boarding  houses.  Trade  and  garden 
refuse,  excluding  builders  rubbish,  was  collected  on  a lechargeable 
basis.  A charge  of  £1  per  annum  is  made  to  each  shop  and  office 
premises  in  the  district  from  which  trade  refuse  is  collected. 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  consists  of  three  rear  loading 
diesel  units. 

All  refuse  is  handled  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works  in  Dane 
Valley  Road.  Dust  and  cinders  are  removed  by  screening,  ferrous 
materials  are  removed  by  a magnetic  separation  unit,  other  salvage- 
able materials  are  picked  out  by  hand,  and  the  residue  is  then 
incinerated.  Salvaged  tins  are  pressed  and  baled  and  together  with 
iron,  bones,  rags  and  other  materials,  are  sold  to  contractors.  The 
approximate  sum  of  £757  was  realised  in  the  financial  year  1971/72 
from  the  disposal  of  these  salvageable  materials.  The  baling  of 
paper  for  re-sale  by  the  Council  has  been  discontinued  but  the 
baling  shed  is  let  to  an  independent  contractor, 

Swimminp;  Baths  and  Pools 

One  public  swimming  pool  was  in  operation  during  1971.  This  is 
an  open  pool  of  86,000  gallons,  the  water  being  supplied  by  the 
Thanet  Water  Board.  Before  entering  the  pool  the  water  is  filtered 
chlorinated  and  passed  through  an  aeration  fountain. 

In  addition,  there  are  7 pools  provided  by  educational 
establishments,  in  all  of  which  the  water  is  filtered  and  treated 
by  chemicals  to  ensure  bacteriological  cleanliness, 

8 samples  of  water  from  pools  were  taken  during  the  year,  and 
all  were  reported  as  satisfactory.

Milk 


All  milk  sold  in  the  Urban  District  bears  one  or  other  of  the 
Special  Designations  laid  down  by  regulations,  i.e.,  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  as  well  as  the  special  quality  milk  known  as  Channel 
Island,  and  all  milk,  of  whatever  designation,  is  subjected  to  heat 
treatment. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  29  registered  distributors  in 
Broadstairs , mostly  retail  shopkeepers. 

As  the  following  tables  show,  all  grades  of  milk  are  sampled 
regularly,  and  from  various  points  in  the  chain  of  distribution  - 
roundsmen,  schools,  institutions,  etc.  These  samples  are  subjected 
to  testing  by  (a)  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  which  gives  an  indication 
of  the  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  of  the  milk,  (b)  the  Phosphatase 
Test  which  indicates  whether  or  not  the  milk  has  been  properly  heat 
treated  and  (c)  in  the  case  of  Sterilised  Milk,  to  the  Turbidity  Test, 
to  show  that  the  milk  has  been  properly  sterilised. 

Chemical  Analysis  of  Milk  Samples ; 

Fifteen  (13)  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
chemical  examination,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory  in  relation  to 
the  legal  composition  of  fats  and  non-fatty  solids.  The  average

Insects  in  cereals  A large  infestation  of  flour  beetles  and 
their  larvae  were  found  in  one  shop,  which  had  affected  the 
contents  of  various  packets  of  cereals  exposed  for  sale,  A 
fine  of  £50  was  imposed  by  the  magistrates  on  the  proprietors 
of  the  shop,  who  went  to  great  pains  to  clear  the  infestation.

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Non-notifiable  Disease  - Cancer 


In  recent  years  much  prominence  has  been  given  nationally  to  the 
subject  of  cancer  generally,  but  chiefly  in  relation  to  smoking  and 
lung  cancer.  Publicity  material  discouraging  smoking  is  displayed 
at  suitable  sites  throughout  the  Urban  District. 

Early  diagnosis  is  based  largely  on  chest  radiography. 

Miniature  radiography  is  of  considerable  value  in  sorting  out  sus- 
picious cases  as  well  as  revealing  numbers  of  unsuspected  cases. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  Urban  District  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  15  males  and  4 females. 


Mass  Radiography  Service 

A survey  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  carried  out  at  the 
Thanet  M.D.  Training  Centre  and  at  Newmans  Horae,  Broadstairs  during 
the  year.  Dr.  G.  I.  Rees-Jones,  Medical  Director  of  the  Mass  Radio-
